■ l,etter rt^sulls follow the planting of 
twig* fnmi the sturdier wild tn-es. In 
alrout thri>e years from planting the 
tree will Ik* In the lK*st condition for 

. the clotbnmkers. In that time It will 
, attain a height of twelve fivt or more, 
and the trunk will have a uniform di 
' amefer of rather less than two Inches, 
j About four fe»-t of the trunk Is waste 
and not avullahle for the particular 
pnr|Mvs<- for which the tr,*e is grown; 

! the first two feet from the Iwise le too 
j tough to work well, and the two feet 
I nt the top Is too soft. If the tree is 
j properly grown and left to mature, 

I there will lie available for the cloth- 
maker a stick of eight feet In the clear 
I and aa straight as a measuring rwl, 
without knots or hrauche, and of uni- 
form girth throughout — New York 
Trlhune.
